Trouble Mounts in Red China 


X-15 Flights Study Neglected Region 


Economic disaster has brought on a 


mood of "apathy, dejection and demoral- 
ization" in Communist China, according to 
the latest assessment of the situation by 
United States government 
experts 
on 


Chinese affairs. 


The officials say that conditions in 


China may be even worse than has been 
realized abroad and that they are continu- 
ing to deteriorate. 


According to this picture there is no 


general starvation but food shortages have 
lowered life expectancy in some areas and 
the normally booming Chinese population 
has even ceased to increase in some parts 
of the country. They say that the psycho- 
logical and political impact of China's fail- 
ure to make the "great leap forward" is 
more serious than the economic hardship. 
The letdown has caused, in their words, 


"apathy, 
dejection, demoralization, de- 


spondency and despair." 


This mood does not contain any ele- 


ments of rebellion, however. The Chinese 
population is pictured as still "cowed" by 
the ruling regime. But over the long range 
the experts believe it is (possible the Com- 
munist regime may fall.'They see the pos- 
sibility of an "evolutionary" rather than a 
"revolutionary" change. 


The officials did not paint this picture 


with the idea that we should turn soft- 
hearted toward Communist China. They 
state instead that China's internal 
diffi- 


culties justify our continuing our policy of 
firmness and aloofness. 


But the troubles in China and in East 


Germany and elsewhere behind the Iron 
Curtain can be constructively used to bol- 
ster our faith that the free way of life is 
right and that totalitarianism is wrong. And 
that right will triumph in the end. 


The Filibuster Should Go 


As a result of the five-day filibuster in 


the Senate last week, led by Senators 
Wayne Morse and Estes Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee, an effort will be made on the open- 
ing day of the next Congress in January to 
drive through a new rule regulating fili- 
busters. 


For 10 years the advocates of stronger 


rules on this subject have been proceed- 
ing on the theory that on the opening day 
of a new Congress the Senate may adopt a 
new rule by a majority vote just as the 
House does each year. Since all of the 
House members must be elected or re- 
elected every two years, the House consid- 
ers itself a new Congress and adopts new 
rules for each Congress. The Senate, on the 
other hand, considers itself a continuing 
body because only one-third of the Senate 
is elected or reelected every two years. 
Thus the Senate proceeds on the theory 
that its rules can be changed only on the 
recommendation of its Rules Committee. 


In the past the struggle to amend the 


rules and end filibusters has been proposed 
by Congressional liberals. Their efforts 
have been largely directed against the con- 
servative senators from the South who 
have in the past frequently used the fili- 
buster to prevent civil rights legislation. 
On this occasion, however, the filibuster 
was led by self-professed liberals and their 
effort was to prevent the adoption of legis- 
lation proposed by the Kennedy adminis- 
tration relative to the satellite communica- 
tions problem. 


Nevertheless, the new drive for better 


regulation of filibustering is being direct- 
ed by Senators Douglas, D-I11., Humphrey, 
D-Minn., and Javits, R-N.Y. So far the Sen- 
ate liberals have never been able to mus- 
ter a majority to support their opening day 
contention but the record shows they have 
been gaining some support and thus there 
is hope that they will be able to put the 
rules change across in 1963. In 1959 they 
could muster only 36 votes for the rules 
change. In 1961, however, the rules change 
measure was sent to the committee by a 
vote of 50 to 46 which gave the 
rules 


change group a gain of 10 votes. A gain of 
three more by 1963 would put the measure 
across. 


The filibuster has been preserved in the 


Senate largely because the solid bloc of 
southern senators supported it as their 
only means of preventing civil rights 
legislation. But in spite of the filibuster, 
civil rights legislation has not only been 
adopted but it has been enforced and is be- 
ing enforced with greater power and 
authority every day. 


Other senators have given some support 


to unlimited debate because they felt that 
it preserved the right of the minority or of 
any minority group to hold up legislation 
long enough to assure careful considera- 
tion. But the fact of the matter is that the 
filibuster is unnecessary in this day and 
age. It serves only to permit a few senators 
to grandstand before the nation in a useless 
effort to delay the inevitable. The adoption 
of the anti-filibuster rule would be a great 
gain for this country.

claimed to have a craft like the 
X15. 


U.S. planners believe this is a 


serious mistake, that this region 
of near-space must be explored 
for at least three reasons: 


1. Men must travel through it 


leaving and returning to earth. 


2. The great passenger liners 


of tomorrow, rocketing between 
distant cities in minutes, will 
travel most of the way through 
this medium. 


Space may be airless, but it 


isn't empty. If man is to learn 
the nature of objects which have 
been noted cluttering space, he'll 
have to explore it—not only the 
orbital belts but the lower re- 
gions as well. 


The only known vehicle speci- 


fically designed to explore the 
sub-orbital regions is the X15. 
The first true aerospace craft, 


Grey Squirrels in England 


The English sparrow and the starling 


are both imports from England and both 
are regarded as pests by large segments of 
the American population. We are not sure 
how these birds are regarded in England. 
Very probably they have a much higher 
rating than they do here. 
* 


It should be noted though that many 


people in this country have come to ad- 
mire the plucky English sparrow who stays 
here all winter in spite of the sub-zero 
weather and is often a cheery little custom- 
er at feeding stations when the weather is 
too severe for most other birds. Such im- 
ports as the sparrow and the starling flour- 
ished in America because natural enemies 
were absent. Thus they are frequently re- 
garded as pests. 


It is probably this lack of natural ene- 


mies which has made the American grey 
squirrel a pest in the British Isles. The 
June issue of the Ulster Commentary re- 
ports on the grey squirrel in Northern Ire- 
land. The magazine says that on Jan. 4, 
1954, Sir Norman Stronge, speaker in the 
House of Commons, shot a grey squirrel 
in the grounds of his beautiful house at 
Tynan Abbey in County Armagh. The mag- 
azine says that this was the first time that 
. this American species had been seen so far 
north from its original center of introduc- 
tion at Castle Forbes where Lord Granard 
had put down seven 
pairs which 
were 


brought from Woburn, in Bedfordshire, in 
1913. 


But it is sad to relate that the 
grey 


squirrel prospered in England to the ex- 


tent that five years after its introduction at 
Woburn 300 were killed en this estate. The 
magazine says that great numbers had been 
introduced from America into Britain from 
1830 to 1890 when it was discovered that 
this "friendly little beast was in reality a 
tree rat which killed birds, sucked eggs, 
damaged fruit and ate every sort of garden 
produce." 


It is" said that all efforts to eradicate the 


grey squirrel in Great Britain have failed 
and it is feared that the same result will be 
experienced in Ulster. The magazine re- 
grets the fact that where the grey squirrel 
penetrates the native red 
squirrel dis- 


appears. The word "native" is written in 
quotation marks because the magazine ad- 
mits that after all no one is sure whether 
the red squirrel was really a native or not. 
Even if it is a native it is admitted that it 
became extinct in the seventeenth century 
and wasn't reintroduced until the nine- 
teenth century. Now it appears doomed 
again by the rapid spread of the grey squir- 
rel. 


People in Ulster regret the passing of 


the red squirrel because they say there are 
many interesting things they know about 
it but still many more interesting things to 
be learned about it. But alas they may nev- 
er be known now since the red squirrel is 
rapidly 
disappearing. 
We would recom- 


mend to them that they take up the study 
of the little grey squirrel which is very 
popular in the United States and will prob- 
ably become popular in England if the 
people there will stop calling it an alien.

Mr. Kenne- 
dy's "frontiers" are new in the 
sense that we have not reached 
them, but old in the sense that 
everyone has looked at them, 
as at a familiar mountain range, 
every day of his life*. 


Won't Admit Failure 


Some observers now privately 


worry about how the quick-tem- 
pered, intensely ambitious Pres- 
ident will behave as and if his 
frustrations grow. It is not only 
that th&re is no such word as 
failure in the bright lexicon of 
youth This President's personal 
ptoblem 
is compounded, be- 


cau^e intellectuality, not youth, 
is his really distinguishing char- 
acteristic. 


He is not a "natural man" as 


was. say Mr. Truman He is nn 
intellectual which means that he 
both enjoys and suffers from the 
"double vision," seeing himself 
constantly from the sidelines as 
a figure in history. Not to be 
one of the great Presidents 
would be intolerable to him. On

te.'idmps. through no 


fault of his own. he cannot

short of the traditional setting 
ol our "croat" Presidents — 
some truly terrible domestic or 
foreign CHMS. which
